WASHINGTON 一 The United 
States and the People's Republic of 
China have begun negotiations 
here to settle financial claims

Talks _ have been conducted 
during the past Several Weeks 
between William 酝 ._Gleysteen 
Jr., the deputy assistant secretary 
for East Asian and Pacific affairs， 
and Han Hsu, the deputy chief of 
the ”Chinese Liaison Office in 
Washington. 

The negotiations are aimed at 
settling claims involving $196.9 
million in U.S，corporate and 
private Property in China and 
$76.5_million in Chinese assets 
frozen in the United States.

China Airlines 
Obtains Exim 
and BOA Loans 


WASHINCGTON The Ex- 
port-Import Bank has agreed to 
guarantee a$19.2 million loan by 
the Private 下 xport Funding Cor- 
poration (PEFCO) to China Air- 
lines for the purchase of a Beoing 
747 aircraft， according to the 
Cjinese Jmformaation SerDbice. 

The PEFCO loan represents 40 
per cent of the total cost of the 
Purchase. In addition, the Bank of 
America will extend a loan of 
$21.6 _ million while the airlines 
will make a cash payment of 
$7.2 million for the Purchase. 

The'interest rate of the PEFCO 
loan will be 7.5 per cent Per 
annum，Both the PEFCO 1loan 
and the loan by the Bank of 
America will be repaid in 20 semi- 
annual installments beginning

The Benevolent Association is 
known for its historically intimate 
ties with the Kuomintang (下 MT)， 
ever since its birth and overthrow 
of the Manchu Dynasty at the turn 
of the century. The exodus of the 
nationalists to Taiwan in 1949 did 
nothing to _ change the good 
relations, and for decades the legi- 
timacy of the government on 
Taiwan as the sole representative 
of China has been accepted by 
members of the Six Companies as 
a matter of course， The idea that 
the U.S. should abandon Taiwan 
is as upsetting to their political 
identity as it is threatening to their 
economic well-being，as many of 
them maintain active business ties 
with Taiwan. 

The overall Strategy adopted by 
the Six Companies was to seize oO 
the_ opinion _ climate created by 
President Carter's stress on human 
rights in his foreign Policies， 人 
“Chinese American Committee to 
Promote Human Rights and to 
Oppose Diplomatic Relations 
between U.S$，and Communist 
China” was thus founded by 
members of the Benevolent Asso- 
ciation in early April. A_ plenary 
meeting of the association on APTil 
15 further passed resolutions to 
write an open letter to President 
Carter and to organize an anti- 
normalization demonstration OD 
Saturday, April 30， 

The letter，carried for several 
days in Some community, Papers， 
applauded Carters stand on 
human rights， deplored the 
alleged disregard for human rights 
in China, anmd urged the President 
to“view normalizatio,n with ex- 
treme caution， especially ”with 
Red China in the midst of internal 
turmoil，and_ under no circum- 
stance Should we betray oOUrT 
proven ally，the Republic of 
China, in exchange for temporary 
but illusory gains.” Readers of the 
papers were asked to sign and 
return the letter with their 
signature to the paper for delivery 
to Carter. 

SIGNATURES 

The demonstration came out on 
Saturday as planned，A group 
numbering an estimated 250 
demonstrators gathered at the 
Benevolent Association on Stock- 
ton Street around noon， and 
marched through downtown to 
the Federal Building on Colden 
Gate Avenue. The letter to Presi- 
dent Carter，allegedly carrying 
the _ signatures of thousands of 
endorsers，was handed to officials 
at the building. 

As the Six Companies was 
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getting busy for their anti- 
normalization campaign， com- 
munity groups in favor of mor- 
malization and other sympathizers 
were ， also scurrying through 
efforts to push their cause.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The 
robable availability of visa 
Wombers for China and Hong 
区 in fiscal year 1978 was 
fleased by the U.S. Department 
of States Visa Office at a recent 
meeting between its staff and the 
National Association of Immigra- 
nandNationality Lawyers. 

MAXIMUM 

Under the Immigration and 
Nationality Act of 1976，which 
wefitinto effect on the first of this 
vear，whenever the maximum 
mumber of Visas have been made 
available to any foreign state -” OFT 
dependent area in any fiscal year， 
in the following fiscal year， the 
maximum number of visas shall be 
illocated to all preference visa 
categories in this manmDer: 

(l) first preference Visa apPli- 
oants (unmarried Sons and 
daughters of U.S$，citizens) shall 
receive 20% of the total number 
ofvisas available; (2) second Pre- 
ference visa applicants (SPpouse 
andunmarried sons and daughters 
只 permanent ， residents) shall 
receive 20 允 of the total; (3) third 
preference visa applicants (Pro- 
fessionals and persons with excep- 
tional abijlity in the sciences or 
arts) shall receive 10% of the 
total，(4) fourth preference visa 
applicants (married sons and 
daughters of U.S，citizens) shall 
Ieceive 10% of the total; (5) fifth 
preference “visa applicants 
(brothers and sisters of U.S. 
citizens) shall receive 24 匈 of the 
total;， (6) sixth preference Visa 
applicants (Skilled and un- 
skilled laborers) shall receive 10 扼 
ofthe total; and (7) seventh Pre- 
ference visa applicants (refugees) 
shall receive 6 多 of the total. 
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1978 Visa Availability 


Since 1977 is the first fiscal year 
under which ， the new law 
operates，and since visa apPpli- 
cants have been availing them- 
selves of the maximum allocated 
to_ persons born in China and 
Hong Kong, it is anticipated that 
the allocation system described 
above will go into effect for these 


.two Places in .fiscal year 1978 


whbich will start on Ocetober 1， 
1977. 
PROJECTIONS 

In response to the request by the 
Immigration and Nationality 
Lawyers，the Visa Office offered 
the following Projections on visa 
avaijlability for persons born in 
China and Hong Kong， 


It is estimated that the average 
annual demand for China-born 
first preference visas is 60 and that 
the demand will be satisfied . 
Second preference has an average 
annual demand of 5,200，which 
exceeds the 20% (4,000 out of 
total of 20,000) allocation . 
However，since second preference 
may use the leftovers from first 
preference, it is expected that the 
demand will be satisfied，Third 
preference has an average annual 
demand of 1,080 which is under 
the 10 色 (2,000 out of 20,000) 
allocation, and should be satisfied 
without undue delay. Fourth pre- 
ference has an annual demand of 
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800 which is again under the 
2.000 available，Fifth preference 
has an _ average annual demand 
figure of a whopping 9,660. 
Nevertheless， the demand is 
expected to be fully satisfied with 
the leftovers from the second and 
fourth preference categories, Sixth 
preference has annual demand of 
1.800 which is still under the 10 色 
allocated under the law. 


NON-PREFERENCE 

The only two categories of visas 
which the Visa Office expects not 
to be available in fiscal year 1978 
is seventh Preference and non- 
preference， Seventh ”preference 
has a_ present backlog of 4,000 
applications of which only 7 多 or 
1,200 will be available， Non- 
preference has a backlog of 6,000 
applications while only 200 will be 
allocated to that category under 
the present Projections. 


Frank H，Baker，chief of the 
Visa_ Control Branch，estimated 
that the non-preference cate- 
gory will not be available in 
calendar year 1977 for either 
China or 了 ong Kong. 

HONG KONGC 

What about the allocations for 
Hong Kong in fiscal year 1978? 

The Visa Office estimated that 
first preference will :be available. 
The annual demand for it is 25 
and 20% or ,120 visas will be 
available ，The first and seventh 
categories are the only categories 
which will be completely satisfied 
under the new allocation System . 


Second preference has a current 
backlog of 1,125 while the allo- 
cation under the new law will be 
120 plus the leftovers from first 
preference，that is，215 in total， 
Third preference has a backlog of 
450 while only 10% or 60 will be 
available. Fourth preference has a 
backlog of 215 and an allocation 
of 60 visas, Fifth preference has a 
backlog of 2,770 and 144 visas to 
be allocated. Sixth preference has 
abacklog of 270 and 60 visas to be 
allocated，Interestingly，there is 
no _ demand for the ， seventh 
preference ，category since there 
has been, so far,，no refugees born 
in Hong Kong. Therefore, the 6 多 
or 36 visas _ available for that 
category will be available for non- 
preference applicants of which 
there is alreadqy a backlog of 185 
applicants. 得 


All this means that U.S$. citizens 
and_ permanent residents， who 
have relatives born in Hong Kong 
or China who have been waiting 
in limbo for years and years，may 
FRVese aehance aotsS 和 es 
uniting with their family members 
in the near future. After all, that is 
one of the Primary Durposes 
underlying the existing Immigra- 
tion and Nationality Act.

SAN ERANCISCO 一 The 
Asian community is a growing one 
with an increasing number of 
immigrant ”workers.， A great 
number of these workers are often 
unawaree of benefits available to 
them as workers in this country. 
As a result, they often forego their 
rightful claims to these benefits 
and sometimes because of 
ljanguage difficulties result to 
abandoning their claims, 

The Asian Law Caucus saw the 
need to disseminate information 
on benefits and rights available to 
working people. Thus in Novem- 
ber 1976, the Employment/Labor 
Program was initiated to speci- 
fically assist and inform wage 
earners on how to assert their 
rights and claim their benefits. 

Since its formation， the 
Employment/Labor Program has 
produced five different pam- 
phlets and presented skits on the 
processes involved in filing these 
claims, The pamphlets produced 
encompasses the following topics :
